Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1 , 9 and 14, drawn to a mass spectrometry ionization method 
using electrospray droplets for producing ions, classified in class 250, 
subclass 288. 

II. Claims 2 and 17, drawn to a mass spectrometry ionization method using a 
desorption laser beam to ionize a solid sample matrix for producing ions, 
classified in class 250, subclass 288. 

III. Claims 3-8, 10-13 and 15-16, drawn to a mass spectrometry ionization 
method using an ion beam to ionize a liquid or solid sample matrix for 
producing ions, classified in class 250, subclass 309. 

IV. Claims 18-19, drawn to a mass spectroscopy system, classified in class 
250, subclass 281 . 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

Inventions I, II, III and IV are distinct, each of the inventions I, II, III and IV recites 
the limitations not recited in the other invention. The differing limitations make the 
inventions I, II, III and IV patentably distinct from one another, i.e., a reference that 
anticipates or makes obvious one of the inventions I, II, III and IV would not by itself 
anticipate or make obvious the other invention. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
